INCIDENT SUMMARY 


On November 9, 1993, at approximately 2145 hours, Safe Streets Bureau/ Gang 
Enforcement Team unit W516B, working out of Carson Station, Deputies James Bald, 

and Dana Ellison, il were travelling west bound on E. 120th Street when 
they observed two males in Willowbrook Park, standing adjacent to a picnic table. Deputy 
Ellison stated that their attention was drawn to the two males because one of the males was 
dressed in red and black, colors known to be worn by gang members who identify 
thémselves as Pirus or Bloods. He also noticed that one of the males was keeping a close eye 
on their radio car. He stated that because of this they decided to contact the two males. The 
two males were later identified as Suspect Creadell Polee, aka “Peete” and Witness MN 

aka MN. 


Deputy Bald, the driver of the vehicle, turned around, drove over the curb and into 
Willowbrook Park. However, the two males were no longer at the location by the picnic 
table, but were observed walking, southbound, around the lake. Deputy Bald drove the 
patrol car up to the two males, to a position that placed the two males between the lake and 
the patrol car. Deputy Ellison stated that he could not recall whether the head lights were on 
at this time or not. He stated that as the two males walked along the lake he observed one of 
the males, later identified as Suspect Creadell Polee, carrying a “sawed-off” in his left hand. 
He stated that Suspect Polee was walking adjacent to the water and Witness ll was 
between Suspect Polee and the radio car. He was able to sce the barrel of the gun break the 
plain of Suspect Polee’s body as he walked, and he informed Deputy Bald that Suspect Polee 
was armed with a “sawed-off rifle or shotgun.” He said he also noticed that Witness SENEE] 
was holding a bottle of beer in his right hand. 


Deputy Bald stopped the radio car, told Suspect Polee and Witness to stop and come 
over to the radio car. Witness complied with the instructions, but Suspect Polee began 
to run southbound along the lake. As the Suspect started to run he raised the shotgun to a 
position in front of his chest, holding it with both hands (in a port arms position), pointing it 
over his right shoulder. Deputy Ellison stated that he was exiting the radio car and taking a 
position at the right front of the radio car, near the engine block when this occurred. He 
stated that if the suspect fired he would be in a position to return fire. He said Suspect Polee 
did not fire, but continued to run. 


Deputy Ellison went in foot pursuit of Suspect Polee, running behind, and to the right of him. 
Deputy Bald observed the shotgun appear to be pointed over the shoulder of Suspect Polee, 
and fired several rounds, in rapid succession, from his Department issued Beretta. At this 
point Suspect Polee was approximately thirty yards from Deputy Bald. Suspect Polee 
continued to run, with Deputy Ellison in foot pursuit. Deputy Bald reloaded and fired 
several more rounds in the direction of Suspect Polee. As Suspect Polee approached the 
narrow area of the lake, he threw the sawed-off shotgun into the lake. Suspect Polee ran 
across the narrow area of the lake, and onto the grassy area of the park, where he fell to the 
ground, and was taken into custody. 


Deputy Bald ordered Witness]linto the back seat of the radio car, broadcast their 
involvement in a shooting and foot pursuit, and drove to the location of Deputy Ellison. 


Deputy Ellison noticed that Suspect Polee was bleeding from his legs, and requested 
paramedics and an ambulance to respond to his location. 


Witness stated that Suspect Polee, his had been involved in a fight with friends 
prior to this incident. He stated that Suspect Polee was very angry and went to get a gun. He 
received information from his friends that suspect Polee was walking around with a gun and 
he went to locate Suspect Polee. He located Suspect Polee as he was walking eastbound on E. 
120th Street. He talked to Suspect Polee as they walked toward Willowbrook Park. He 
recalled that as they went into the park a marked Sheriff’s car drove westbound, but did not 
stop. Witness stated he knew Suspect Polee had a gun, but he did not see the gun. He 
said Suspect Polee was wearing a very large coat, and thought the gun was concealed under 
the coat. 


Witness B recalled that they were talking as they were walking around the lake, and the 
patrol car suddenly appeared. He does not recall whether the head lights were on or off, but 
said they did not hear or see the car coming. He stated he was holding a bottle of beer when 
one of the deputies told them to stop and walk over to the car, stating, “Step over to the car 
gentlemen.” Witness stated he turned to his right and began to walk over to the radio 
car, and Suspect Polee began to run. Witness M recalled being told by Deputy Bald, 
“Get Down!” He dropped to his knees by the radio car, and Deputy Bald began shooting at 
Suspect Polee who was running in a southwest direction, being chased by Deputy Ellison. 


Witness] stated that he looked in the direction of Suspect Polee, and observed Suspect 
Polee throw the gun into the lake with his left hand. He stated Suspect Polee did not fire the 
gun, and did not point the gun at the deputies. After the shooting stopped he was ordered 
into the back seat of the radio car. He stated he was not searched prior to entering the car, 
and was driven to the location of Suspect Polee by Deputy Bald. He stated he was detained at 
the location to be interviewed. 


Suspect Polee stated that he had been involved in a fight with fellow gang members prior to 
this incident. He stated he left the area of Ujima Village and went to get a gun. He said he 
was walking eastbound on E. 120th Street when he met his] Witness MN He said 
they were walking back to Ujima Village, around the lake, when they were approached by 
deputies. Suspect Polee stated he was wearing a large jacket, and was carrying the gun in his 
left hand. He said it was never concealed under his jacket. 


Suspect Polee recalled that as they were walking near the lake the patrol car suddenly 
appeared to the right of them. He said they were talking and did not notice the patrol car 
until it was adjacent to them and a spot light was shining in their direction. He said Witness 

stated, “What are you going to do?” and he replied, “I’m going to run.” Suspect Polee 
stated that one of the deputies asked them to come over to the car and when Witness 
started to walk to the car, he started to run. He stated he never looked in the direction of the 
deputies, but heard one of the deputies say, “He’s got a gun!” as he was running. 


Suspect Polee said he had the gun in his left hand as he was running, and several shots were 
fired at him by one of deputies. He described hearing several shots, at which time he raised 
the shotgun up to his chest, holding it with both hands, and threw the shotgun into the lake. 
He said more shots were fired at him and he was struck in the lower right leg as he began to 
cross the narrow portion of the lake. He continued to run and was shot two times, in the left 
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leg, while in the lake. Although he had been hit three times in the lower part of his legs, he 
continued to run. He stated that as he exited the lake on the east side he received another 
wound to the back of his left leg. He stated that this wound slowed his ability to run, as he 
attempted to run up a small knoll. He stated he stopped running when he heard a deputy 
say, “Stop or I’Il blow the back of your head off” Suspect Polee said he fell to the ground and 
was handcuffed by the deputy and two Housing Police officers. 


Suspect Polee stated that he was told to roll over onto his stomach and was handcuffed. An 
ambulance arrived and he was treated at the scene and transported to Martin Luther King 
Hospital for treatment. 


On November 12, 1993, five felony counts were filed in Compton Municipal Court, by 
Detective Frank Carey assigned to Safe Streets Bureau/ Carson Station, charging 245 (D) 
(1), 496.1, 12020 (A), 12025 (A), and 12031 (A) P.C.
